Red Cross Gives 
Service To Korean 
War Repatriates 


A release from the Regional Head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
recounts some of the services. offered 
by the Red Cross to the prisoners of 
war released as a result of the ‘Korean 
armistice. * s 

First of all, the Red Crosa hed agreed 
to pay the cost of a 50 word’ cable 
gram for each American repatriate, 
Since some POW's may be unable to 
send these messages before they leave 
Korea, they will be offered the op- 
portunity of sending 20 word messages 
through ARC representatives assigned 
to their ships. National Red Cross 
Headquarters will receive their mes- 
sages in Washington and will refile 
them for direct transmission via West- 
ern Union. 

ARC field directors aboard shipe will 
also receive welfare communications 
from servicemen to be transmitted to 
the families involved. 

Upon arrival at the port of de- 
barkation servicemen will be offered 
free telephone calis by the Red Cross, 
enabling them to make plans for re- 
unions with their families. 

The casualty branch of the armed 
forces will advise families of dates 
of departure from Korea. Np inquiries 
from families to the military are neces- 
sary as the military will provide all 
information to the families. Red 
Cross has been asked to inform fami- 
lies of this fact. The military in- 
formation is accurate and should be 
used at the basis for all family plan- 
ning. 

The Red Cross also will assist in 
solving all problems that mayı arrive 
at the port of debarkation, such as 
cost and limited facilities. i

JACKSON - (Special) - Mississippi 
is restocking in a big way its timber 
resources to assure the industry ample 
supplies in the years ahead to continue 
its contribution to the state’s wealth in 
jobs, payrolls and taxes. | 

A report of the 1952-53 forest tree 
seedling plantings by C. B. Marlin, for-, 
est management director of the State 
Forestry Commission, discloses that | 
75,000,000 seedlings were put out dur- | 
ing that season. They were produced by 
the Mississippi Forestry Commission, 
US Forest Service, Tennessee Valley 
Authority, Soil Conservation Service ' 
and industrial nurseries. 

The plantings were on 70,000 acres 
of unproductive, eroding and barren 
land. Of the total planted, nearly 64, 
000,000 of the seedlings were on pri- 
vate lands. 

“While we can be justly proud of the 
planting this year, this is only a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 4 million 
acres of barren eroded and uproductive 
soil needing planting,” Mr. Marlin said. 
“Until these remaining acres are 
brought into production, their contri- 
bution to Mississippi will be silt-filled 
streams, dry water wells and other 
added hardships to the citizens.”

20,200,000 of the trees in Mississippi 
on its own lands and those of private

After the latter's death in 
1900, J. C. Hardy presíded over 
the growth of the fnstitution dur- 
ing 12 eventful and sometimes 
stormy years. 

George H. Hightower followed 
Hardy; then came W., H. Smith, 
formérly state superintendent of 
education; Dr. David ©.

All made their contributions to 
the development of the college, 
but the greatest expansion of the 
physical plant occurred under Lee, 
Hardy, Humphrey, and Mitchell.

1945-58, the’. college 
library was. moved into a new 
million dollar air-conditioned 
building., Other important, build-

The old GM&O depot has been 
Temodeled to serve as headquart- 
ers for the Mississippi! Seed, Im- 
provement Association. A ‘small, 
observatory has been constructed 
for the use of astronomy students, 
and numerous walks, roads, and 
parking areas have greatly in- 
creased the capacity and conven- 
fence of the campus. Expert land- 
caning has enhanced the natural

Two faculty apartments have 
been added, the West Stadium has 
been enlarged and the Bast Stadi- 
um, built.
